NATIONAL CAPITOL 


THE W. C. T. U. AND THE ARMY CANTEEN 


T 


HE canteen question is revived by the recent report 


of Brigadier- General Theodore J. Wint, in charge 


of the Northern Division of the United States Army. He 


omplains of the great number of saloons that have sprung \ 
up around the entrance to army posts and reservations, 
over which the military authorities have no control. 
Asj 


a remedy for this evil he favors the restoration of the 
canteen, by which is meant the sale of beer anJ lig-ht 
wines in connection with the pout exchange, under strict 
military regulations and by persons responsible to the 
military authorities. 


This is the almost universal opinion of practical army 


officers who have had opportunities to see for themselves 
the evil effects of the abolition of the canteen. The result 
has not been favorable to temperance but to drunkenness 
and debauchery. Soldiers who formerly indulged moder- 
ately in beer at the canteen, where intoxication was nev- 
er permitted, now squander their pay in vile dens outside 
the posts, where they are soddene.l with poisonous spirits, 
preyed upon by harpies and robbed at every opportunity. 


If the well-meaning W. C. T. U., which organization is 


responsible for the law abolishing the canteen, could be 
made to realize the fatal blunder it committed in that 
respect, it would not persist in its present unwise opposi- 
tion to the restoration of the institution. — Sacramento 
Bee.

VKRY patriotic American citizen will hope that no 


obstacle will intrude in the path of an extension of 


the east front of the capitol at Washington in accord with 
the plans which have been reported favorably by a joint 
commission of the senate and house. For several gener- 
ations this has- been a project dear to the heart of almost 
every congress and always dear to the heart of every lover 
of art in architecture, and who could not look at the grand 
huilaing on "the hill" without a feeling of profound regret 
that so imposing a pile should be conspicuous in one great 
defect, that the magr.ificent dome should seem, from the 
eastern point of view, to be toppling- over for lack of a 
proper and harmonious pedestal. 


Regaidless of the defects the capitol i-s a splendor of 
j 


piecemeal construction. No other architectural pile in the 
\\hole world, erected in suth vicissitudes, has been permit- 
led to retain such thorough integiity. It stands singular 
in architectural form and situation, the mo«t imposing of 
all houses of parliament. 
N\.t onf> in any foreign land 


approaches H in tremendous dignity. 
Only in the ruin.= 


of structuies of ancient days can be found a semblance of 
the chaste design of this meeting place of the lawmakers 
for more than 80.000,000 population — those ruins from 
which were drawn to a large extent the noble features of 
the capitol, the treasury and the building of the depart- 
ment of the interior. 


It is not complimentary to the congress nor to the peo- 


ple that the defects of the capitol have gone so long un- 
remedied. When the "terrace" was added to the western 
front to give mass to the apparent foundation, an absurd 
mistake was made in placing stairways of black slate amid 
the white marble which everywhere else prevailed. To the 
most uneducated taste this was offensive and architectural 
artists of every land stood astonished that such a crime 
could be committed in the name of architecture. In con- 
nection with the remedial movement at the east facade 
this mistake upon the west is to be corrected, and when 
that is accomplished and the central section of the east 
front is extended this so-called crude country of America 
v.ill have the most perfect building of public use in all 
the world.

ESTIFYING before the legislative committee which ia 


investigating the business of life insurance in New 


Ycrk, Edmund D. Randolph, treasurer of the New Yorfc 
Life made the following statement: 


"I Imagine that there is not a bank or trust company in 


New York that does not have notes made for millions of 
dollars by messengers and clerks." 


In the light of recent disclosures of the doings in the 


inner temple of "high finance" this statement will not cre- 
ate wonderment even to the public at large. It has become 
a recognized mode of procedure in Wall street and other 
financial centers to form huge corporations and trust com- 
panie<* with a directorate of office boys and clerks in order 
to evade the law while complying with its outward form. 
The restrictions placed by the law upon loans from nation- 
al bank" makes it illegal to loan more than a certain per 
cent of their capital to one individual or corporation, but 
there is nothing to prevent them ' placing a million or 
more to the credit of a clerk or janitor and he, in turn, 
can loan as much as it suitS his employer to invest to any- 
one. 


By this system of indirection and juggling it has be- 


come possible for insurance companies, banks and trust 
companies to loan the deposits in their keeping to Indus- 
trial companies which are owned by themselves. So com- 
mon has this method of transgression become that It Is a 
reflection upon the citizens of the nation and has tended to 
lower the standard of morality in business. It is no longer 
a question of doing something because it is right, but how 
to get around the law and avoid the penitentiary. The 
worst feature of the practice is that the law is defeated in 
its intention, the public is fleeced and the men who are 
responsible for the abuses go scott free and are considered 
honest men. 


The rule seems to be "get money, honestly if you can, 


t ut get money."
